The House anti-trust and commerce 
regulation hearing for tomorrow in- 
‘cludes Louis Brandeis of Boston, be- 
fore the Judiciary Committee, to dis- 
cuss price-fixing and interlocking di- 
rectorates, and a delegation of bitum- 
inous coal operators before the In- 
terstate Commerce Committee. The 
coal men will urge the creation of an 
Interstate Trade Commission with 
power to eliminate the so-called twi- 
light zone and enable coal operators 
to know what they may do without 
stepping over the lav. 

The pension appropriation bill is 
ready and the army appropriation 
bill, carrying $94,000,000, a radical 
reduction from the estimates, will be 
reported tomorrow to the House.

FILE STATEMENT 


IN TWELVE DAYS.| 


Those With Taxable Incomes 
Must Move Quickly. 


Collectors Force Is Crowded 
to the Limit. 


Confusion Greater Than Tax 
on Corporations. 


If you are a bachelor and your net 
income for ten months of 1913 ex- 
ceeded $2500, or if you are married 
and pocketed $3000 or more in the 
same length of time, you have just 
twelve days from date to file a state- 
ment of your income and outgo with 
Collector of Internal Revenue J. P. 
Carter of the Southern California 
district. Neglect on the part of the 
persons affected by the taxable pro- 
Visions of the pet Wilson revenue- 
producing measure to file such a 
Statement will cost the delinquents 
sums ranging .from $20 to $1000, the 
amount of the fine depending on the 
gravity of the case. * 

If the combined net income of both 
husband and wife for the ten months 
of 1913 exceeded - $3333.33 a return 
must be made. It both husband and 
wife each have an income exceeding 
$3000 then the figures for each must 
be separately stated upon one report 
or individual returns. 


With but twelve days remaining in 


which the income tax reports may 
be made not more than one-half of 
those who are required by law to 
render such statements have com- 
plied. It is estimated that over 15,- 
000 men and women with yearly in- 
comes ranging from $2500 to 3500, 
000, who reside in this fair region, 
have failed to comply with the in- 
come tax provisions. 


GETS MORE HELP. 
The office force of Collector Carter 


jis crowded to the limit and is now 


working night and day in an effort 
to keep pace with the rush of busi- 
ness. Collector Carter received \a 
telegram from Washington yesterday 
granting him authority to engage two 
additional income tax experts to aus- 
sist in handling the volume of busi- 
ness which is stacking up on the col- 
lector’s office. 

The present income tax law is so 
confusing to the ordinary taxpsyer 
that assistance in the preparation of 
the income statement is almost neces- 
sary. Collector Carter and his as- 
sistants are kept busy from early 


i} morn till late at night replying to 


thousands of questions pyopounded by 
persons who come underthe law. 

Claude I. Parker, former collector 
of internal revenue for this district, 
who is now practicing law, making a 
specialty of the income tax problen:s, 
states that he finds the law much 
more confusing to the public than 
the recent excise or corporate tax law. 

Parker asserts that the most per- 
plexing question of the individual tax- 
payer is where the personal expense 
ends and the business expense begins, 
or what should be deducted from the 
gross income in arriving at the net 
result. 

Persons liable for the normal tax 
only need not make return of divi- 
dends received from corporations and 
those whose net income from sources 
other than dividends is less than $2500 
for single persons or $3000 for mar- 
ried persons, are not required to ren- 


der a return under the provisions of |. 


the law. 

Income taxpayers have until June 
30, 1914, in which to pay their income 
assessment. Heavy penalties, includ- 
ing both fines and imprisonment, are 
provided for wilful income tax- 
dodgers or deliberate delinquents. 

Collector Carter has no power to 
remit fines for delinquents, who are 
automatically fined. If you fail to 
return your statement Uncle Sam 
steps in and collects—there is no 
alternative. 

It should be remembered ‘hat 
March 1. 1914, falls on Sunday. d 
the last day on which your return von 
be filed without penalty is February 
28.

UNDERGROUND PLOT TO | 
THROTTLE INDUSTRIES. 


General Walkout and Strike Is Planned by Unionite 
Ringsters for April Closed Shop Rather Than an In- 
crease in Wages to Be Demanded as Part of Sinister 
Move by Walking Delegates and Bosses. 


NOTHER plot to unionize Los An- 
Aree has been unearthed. A gen- 

eral walkout and strike of every 
craft in the Building Trades Council is 
the scheme. Two confidential agents of 
Sam Gompers are now in the city and 
have been in nightly conference with 
bosses of the unlon-labor movement 
here. The only question that has 
arisen between the ‘conspirators is 
the right hour to strike the blow, 
which, if successful, would greatly re- 
tard the material growth of Los An- 
geles. 

No wage increase is to be asked, ex- 
cept by the carpenters. A “closed 
shop” is the desired goal of the bosses. 
If the plot should be successful the 
army of agitators and “special agents“ 
of the various unions, who live off 
the sweat of honest workmen and 
women, realize the wage increase will 
be but a matter of course. That is 
the plan. Close the town—then 
hold up the employers and business 
men and manufacturers,” 16 their 
motto. 


men and women in the various trades 
unions, are opposed to the plot to 
throw them out of work to satisfy the 
ambitions of the walking delegates. 
If the rank and file obey the orders 
of the bosses over 12,000 workers 
now employed at good wages will 
walk out, and with their families go 
hungry, perhaps, while the walking 
delegates grow fat 

In April, 1913, the bosses ordered 
a general walkout of the locals af- 
filated with the Building Trades 
Council in Los Angeles, after Pin- 
head” McCarthy, Stanley B. Wilson, 
T. W. Williams and other eminent 
“friends” of the toller had put their 
heads together and outlined the 
move. A number of men quit good 
jobs at that time after listening to 
Utopian promises, and for ten days 
they roamed the streets of this city 
a mournful, bedraggled body of idlers. 

During the ten-day strike the agi- 


men, manufacturers and factors in 


the progressive Hfe of the city with 


The rank and file, the hard-working 


tators threatened the leading business. 


dire happenings if they refused to 
meekly bow to their black hand de- 
mands. The sound, patriotic busines’ 
men stood tirm and steadfast against 
their threats. They refused to be 
cajoled. On the eleventh day of the 
“strike” the men scurried back to 
their jobs—but many honest-meaning 
workers found themselves jobless and 
penniless. They cursed the walking 
delegates and their soapbox dreams, 
but. that didn’t buy bread and meat 
for the wife and little ones at home. 

President F. P. McMahon and Sec- 
retary A. J. Mooney of the Building 
Trades Council of Lés Angeles denied 
the walkout report yesterday. “It's 
talk,” said Mooney. “I’ve heard it 
mentioned before, but there’s noth- 
ing to it.” 

Two months ago Councilman 
Wheeler introduced an ordinance in 
the City Council to provide a union 
scale of wages for the 3000 city em- 
ployees. It was the first move in the 
coming campaign to shackle the city. 
The Wheeler ordinance was a feeler“ 
Hung out to test the sentiment in the 
Council and city generally. The eight 
other Councilmen. sat down on the 
ordirfance and it was referred from 
the Finance Committee to the Budget 
Committee, where it will rest in peace 
for all time. The unionists imme- 
diately yowled referendum, recall and 
initiative when the proposed ordi- 
nance was turned down. 

The various trades union locals 
have held special meetings recently 
at which the “April strike” has been 
the main subject discussed. The car- 
penters and joiners are to make the 
demand for $6 a day for a six-hour 
day, an increase of 75 cents per diem 
and two hours sliced off. There are 
several hundred carpenters out of 
‘work at present and the bosses will 
put it up to the employers that the 
lopping off of two hours a day will 
enable these mien to secure jobs. If 
the emplovers refuse to meet the de 
mands (and the bosses certainly do 
not expect them to) a general strike 
will be called. Then the old fight to 
unionize free Los Angeles, which has 
been fought over a dozen times at a 
cost of over a million dollars to the 


union-labor organizations, will be be- 
gun again.

STRANGE MAMMAL STARTS A

Carnivorous Beast With Armor 
Plate Devours Rodents and Then 
Turns Toward Progressive Head- 
quarters, Probably in Search of 
Remnant Tid-Bits. 


When the news spread around 
San Pedro yesterday that a full- 
grown dasypus-villosus was at large 
along the waterfront a hurry call 
was telephoned to the police and fire 
departments and desperate efforts 
made to get in wireless communica- 
tion with the Pacific squadror. to pa- 
trol the harbor and keep ite guns 
trained on the shore for the protec- 
tion of the residents. The battle- 
ships had not arrived up to San Pe- 
dro closing time last night, and the 
terror was walking abroad. The ter- 
ror was magnified when it became 
known that the dasypus had stolen a 
rabbit out of a Fifth-street meat 
market and was headed dowr Palos 
Verde: street, laying waste all before 
it. 
Then and only tnen did the leading 
citizens begin to confess their ignor- 
ance of the exact nature of a dasy- 
pus-villosus, and men, women and 
children began to dig out the books 
long hidden under the piles of vic- 
trola records and look it up. They 
stood aghast when they learned that 
the beast is none other than an en-

BIPLANE DEAD 
STILL IN AIR. 


Suspended Over Tehachepi in 

Fight Against Mind. 

Marks Scientific Precedent in 
Aeronautics. 


Aviator’s Efforts to Cross 
Mountains F utile.

Aviator Silas Christofferson, futtlety 


essaying a biplane flight over the 
Telgchepi range from Bakersfield to 
Los Angeles, yesterday, had an aweing 
experience which marks a scientific 
precedent in the annals of aeronautica. 
Christofferson’s biplane, though 
the new 100-horse-power engine was 
working its mightiest, was stalled by 
an exactly equal power wind working 
against it and aviator and machine 
were suspended, dead still, 3000 feet 
above the earth. 
The man-made bird and driver hung 
immovable in space, unable to 
progress against the wind-bank, un- 
til it seemed that machine and aviator 
would be driven backward, or at least 
swerve and fall to destruction. 


Then the wind-barrier parted, the 


biplane nosed slowly forward, a few 
miles an hour, then faster and faster 
as the density of wind minimised, un- 
til suddenly the machine shot into 
normal currents. 

The aviator found himself plung- 
ing through treacherous aerial chan- 


nels toward more hazards at a speed 


of eighty miles an hour. Christof- 
ferson shut down his power, swerved 
the car and volplaned. 

Downward the machine soared un- 
til it almost touched earth. Then. 
with the wind at his back now, 
Christofferson shot heavenward again, 
and back to Bakersfield. . 

It was, perhaps the first experience 
of just this kind any aviator has had, 


and it was the reason Silas Christoffer- 


son did not reach Ascot Park here 
yesterday. 

As Christofferson spoke, last night. 
of that moment when he hung s- 
pended in the skies, his machine 
fighting the wind, with destruction 80 
imminent, there was awe in his voice. 

HUNDRED MILES AN HOUR. 

“The wind was blowing at least 
100 miles an hour,” he said. “My 
machine must have been tuned fo 
equal speed or that trying suspen- 
sion could not have occurred. . The 
biplane was dead still, as though held 
back by 
bulwark.

Issues Pamphlet. 


Copies Sent to President, to 
Cabinet and Others. 


Cultivation of the Colorado 
Basin Is the Object. 


Copies of a pamphiet on “The 


to the President, his Cabinet, United 
States “Senators, Congressmen and 
others interested in “The American 
Nile.” 

The pamphlet was prepared and is- 
sued by the Arizona and California 
River Regulation Commission, or- 
ganized by the Chamber of Commerce 
here, for the purpose of calling at- 
tention to the possibilities of the 
Colorado River basin. 

The pamphiet says, in part: 

“The object in view is to bring 
into cultivation more than a million 
acres of extremely rich and pro- 
ductive land, capable of producing 
two or three crops a year, which is 
now absolutely barren and desert, 
thereby making homes and farms for 
a alf million people, and adding to 
the national food supplies and agri- 
cultural products not less than $250,- 
000,000 worth annually. 

“In the year 1900 what is now 
known as the Imperial Valley was a 
barren desert. Not an acre wes under 
irrigation or cultivation, nor did any 
human being live there. Shortly 
thereafter the first irrigation project 
from the Colorado River was put in, 
and the work of reclaiming the land 
commenced. At this writing there is 
a population of 40,000 in Imperial 
county, with a county government, 
handsome county and school build- 
ings, churches and banks. 

In 1909 the assessed valuation of 

rty for purposes of taxation was 

9,000,000; in 1912, $19,000,000, and 
im 1913, $21,000,000, while the ac- 
tual value of property in the valley 
is not less than $50,000,000. In 1912 
the production of the valley shipped 
out aggregated $16,000,000. 

“There is no doubt that a million 
acres capable of producing two or 
three crops a year and not now 
under irrigation, and therefore en- 
tirely unproductive, in the Colorado 
River basin, may be brought under 
higk productive cultivation by a4 
proper system of reservoir conserva- 
tion of the flood waters of the Colo- 


RESERVOIRS NEEDED. 


“The reason why a system of 
reservoirs is necessary is that at the 
lowest stage of the natural flow of 
the Colorado River the present ap- 
propriation and use of water for irri- 

tion leave little if any margin for 

c 
„At the same time the amount of 
flood water in the river at its higher 

if conserved in great reser- 
voirs, would be more than ample to 
irrigate every available acre of land 
along the Colorado in the United 
States, and also in that small portion 
of Mexico between the international 
boundary and the mouth of the river, 
within which our treaty obligations 
and international equity require some 
consideration upon our part. 

“Mere are two great public benetits 
to be accomplished of sufficient mag- 
nitude to justify national considera- 
tion anc action: The protection of 
the Colorado River Basin of Arizona 
and California from destruction by 
seasonable floods coming from the 
States of Colorado, Womin and 
Utah: the reclamation of a million or 
more acres of land, now desert, but 
capable of irrigation) of remarkable 

roductivity of early and high value 

orticultural and agricultural crops, 
capable ‘of sustaining a popuiation of 
a half million people. 

“There is really only one method 
by which both of these great objects 
can be accomplished: that is by 
controlling and ,regulat- 
ing the flood waters of the Coiorado. 

“This may be done by the con- 
struction of great dams at points 


the United States Reclamation Serv- 
ice, above the mouth of the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado, within which 
may be impounded large lakes of the 
flood waters which come from the 
melting snow and heavy rainfalls in 
the Rocky Mountains. 
TO EQUALIZE FLOW. 

“The second and not less important 
result would be that at the. annual 
lowest stages of the Colorado, when 
the flow is hardly sufficient to furnish 
the necessary amount of water to 
lands already under irrigution sys 
tems depending upon the river for 

eir supply. the water impounded in 
he greut artificial lakes sould be 
released at will, thus enormously in- 
creasing the irrigating capacity of the 
river. 

‘The Newlands River Regulation 
Rill is a broad measure, which treats 
this vital subject of flood control and 
river regulation in a comprehensive 
way, taking «nto account all sections 
of the country. The questions of the 
Colorado are essentially the same as 
those of the Mississippi, and the 
Newlands bill provides for the Calo- 
ra@o as well as for the Mississippi 
and other large river problems.”

The aviator’s plans are changed. it,

WELCOME DICTATOR.

Moose Hear Cregier’s Story of His 
Suspension and Decide 
tional Lodge Officers. 
N. Banks Cregier, dictator of Los 
Angeles Lodge No. 386, Loval Order 
of Moose, was welcomed back to the 
lodge rooms yesterday at a rally of 
Moosers, after his exile of two weeks, 
due to an order from national officers 
suspending him from the dictator- 
ship. The suspension order came 
after Cregier had resigned to make a 
fight on the proposed vnolicy of the 
national body to force loun the en- 
trance fee of the local lodge. 
Cregier was the center of a wild 
ovation. He had returned to the 
lodge rooms at the invitation of the 
Moose lodge to explain to its members 
his idea of why ha is in bad” with 
the national lodge. Cregier’s expla- 
nation was received with enthusiasm 
and the members decided that they 
would vote to eut the Los Angeles 
lodge from the national body betore 
they will submit to an overthrow of 
Cregier and his policies. 
The ruction occurs over a lemand 
of the national officers to force an- 
other dictator upon the local lodge 
and to compel the lodge to lower its 
membership initiation fee from 3190 
to $5. The loca! lodge sees in this 
move a chance for the national offi- 
cers to make possible 4 larger pay- 
ment of per capita tax from the local 


odge. 

Although Cregier resigned, he and 
his associates in the Moose member- 
ship consider himself still dictator, as 
the rules declare that he shall serve 
until his successor is elected and qual- 
ified. The lodge here refused to ac- 
knowledge the appointment by na- 
tional officers of Justice J. W. Sum- 
merfield. and Summertield gracefully 
steppe aside, leaving the post vacant, 
except as it is filled by Cregier “by 
absent treatment.“ 

Tt is believed that the trouble be- 
tween the local lodge and the national 
officers will reach a crisis next 
Wednesday night, when the lodge will 
demand that the national officers 
make known their alleged charges 
against Crieger or withdraw their 
order of suspension.

RELICS OF THE SEA. 
Dr.. Edwards took about three hun- 
dred youngsters to San Pedro Sat- 
urday, where they studied wonders of 
the deep cast ashore by the high tides 
and carried away with them star-fish 
and sea-urchins, cancer crabs and 
“mermaid cradles," besides different 
sorts of seaweed and shells. Bal- 
anced aquariums are to started 
in many schools, with sea water, sea 
Plants and fish. Saturday another 
trip to the breakwater will be taken. 
Another trip to La Brea Rancho is 
taken within the next month 
in order that the children may view 
the remains of the prehistoric man on 
view there. 
The children have already voiced a 
desire to go to Mount Wilson, and this 
trip will be taken in March. Geology 
and zoology will be studied as well as 
the influence of altitude on animals 
and plants, and bite of rock and plant 
life will be brought home for the 
school museums. A trip to the head 
of the Arroyo is also planned. Long 
Beach is to be visited for the purpose 
of studying the plant and animal life 
of the sandy beach. 
Besides the monthly trips with 
Dr. Edwards, weekly trips are taken 
by classes from each school where 
there is a nature study club, these 
excursions being in the charge of a 
teacher. 
WORK IN THE FIELD. 


The old-fashioned stereoscope 
being put in requisition for the use 


of the nature-study classes, and pic- 
tures showing insects, plants and 
small animals are studied as under 
a microscope. 

However, most of the work is done 
in the field. 

“I want to get the children to learn 
from nature,” said Dr. Edwards. 
“Most of them do not know how to 
learn from anything except books, 
want to get them to study the objects 
themselves, and to discover from na- 
ture herself the meaning of her ‘open 
secrets.’ 

The nature- study clubs of the 
schools are to make a special study 
of the harmful and beneficent insects, 
animals and plans during the coming 
months. 

“The government is paying out a 
great deal of money to teach people 
how to combat the harmful insects 

d animals in field and orchard,” 
continued the instructor, “and if the 
school children are taught these use- 
ful lessons, it will be a tremendous 
saving both to the government and 
the people.” 

A big animal show, including all the 
creatures of the “live boxes” of e 
schools, besides the pet dogs, horses 
and goats of the children, is to be 
held fn June at some central point,

The long siege of self-starvation 
that she subjected herself to under- 
mined her physical health, as the long 
confinement with the body of her sis- 
ter and her polgnant sorrow shattered 
her mentality. The nutrition that she 
tas had since that time has restored 
her to physical strength, but her at- 
tendants say that she is growing more 
and more difficult to handle and that 
she shows outward evidences of men- 
tal retrogression.

The problem of the small city 
church again received attention yes- 
terday, this time at the hands of the 
pastor of the Union-avenue M. ©. 
Church, Rev. John M. Barnhart, who 
said in part: 

“The problem of the small city 
church is so serious that it sometimes 
becomes disheartening. A thousand 
influences draw the church-going 
public to the large churches. In the 
first place, the people have the habit 
of going downtown—to work, to buy, 
to have pleasure—and when Sundey 
comes, it is natural to take the car 
the first day of the week. Then there 
is the enthusiasm of the large crowd, 
the magnetic of noted 
preachers, and the more beautiful 
and costly edifice. 

“Phe small church cannot hope to 
offer such attractions to church mem- 
bers. Its only hope is to reach the 
conscience of the followérs of Christ. 

“The work of saving the city can- 
not be accomplished without the 
small church. There are people 
everywhere whose income is so small 
that it is literally impossible for them 
to pay car fare to attend church and 
have anything left, for the premotion 
of religious work, either at home or 
abroad. 

“These people often stay away 
from church because they cannot 
give to the numerous calls for money 
not only for running the local church, 
but for missions, for Sunday-schools, 
and for education. 

“Very few of the people with com- 
fortable incomes are to be found in 
the small city church, but its mem- 
bers are expected to average as much 
per member as those mor capable 
of paying. In this way some of the 
best people are kept out of the church 
—ilet us hope not out of the king- 
dom of heaven—because the relatively 
heavy demands for money remind 
them constantly of their poverty. 

“Let us pray for the time when fol-

There has never been 
but one effectual remedy offered ard 
that is Jesus Christ who Matthew says 
was born of the Holy Ghost and that 
ills name should be Jesus and that 
He should save the people from their 
sins. Our national problems are vet 
many and difficult. Our frontier and 
island possessions have their peculiar 
needs. Our immigrant problems are 
perplexing. Our rural regions and 
cities are each laboring with char- 
acteristic difficulties. Many of our 
women are in bondage and our chil- 
dren in industrial slavery. We have 
to bear the disgrace of the social 
evil, the rum traffic. But for all these 
there is a perfect remedy. The 
church must present Jesus Christ as 
the source of power and the re- 
ceemer of men. No mere theory of 
goodness will suffice, it is the living 
Christ dwelling in the hearts of men, 
dominating their motives, inspiring 
their actions, that must finally on- 
quer America and the world. 

“It is true that the world must. 
present a clear socia] message. The 
rigor of the toil of the children of 
Israel kept them from listening to 
Moses. Yes, the church must help 
to lift the burden of humanity. The 
church must preach an aggresive 
evangelism. Every question that 
troubles us in its last analysis is a 
religious question. There are. many 
moral programmes offered, such as 
socialism or communism, but they 
are, while mixed with good, funda- 
mentally wrong. They begin wrong 
for they represent reform from with- 
out inward. Christ advocates.refurm 
from within outward. It is a matter 


Jof heart and not environment. Good 


environment never made a good heart, 
but a good heart always works for 
good environment. It will be a od 
heart freed from littleness, selfishness 
and sin that will give America God's 
viewpoint and cause her to quit think- 
ing of our foreigners as “dagoer,” 
“sheenies’ and hunkies“ and to 
think of them as our brothers. 

“It is only a good heart that will 
give every child a fair chance and 
that will estimate humanity above 
property and catch the Christ ideal 
of the value of the human soul.”

The life and work of Martin Lu- 
ther formed the basis for a sermon 
on the great German reformer yes- 
terday at the First Unitarian Church 
by the pastor, Rev. E. Stanton Hod- 
gin, who said in part: 

“To most of us the words ‘Luther 
and ‘reformation’ are almost synony- 
mous. We can scarcely call up the 
one in our minds without the other 
taking its place beside it. So close- 
ly is Luther identified with the re- 
formation that we are apt to think 
that he called it into being. This is 
a mistake. It was a great moral, re- 
ligious, intellectual and racial move- 
ment that was far more comprehen- 
sive than the possibilities of any in- 


dividual or group of individuals. 
Luther came much nearer being 4 


and gladness. As Isaac, Christ was 


German Reformation with Luther, 
nevertheless, not because he created 
it, but because it found such com- 
plete expression in him. No grear 
movement in history found such per- 
fect embodiment in any one man as 
did the German Reformation in 
Luther. His thoughts, his feelings 
and his convictions were those of the 
German people. 

“After many inner struggies and 
outer turmolils, Luther finally found 
peace and faith and_strength in what 
he called his ‘companionship with 
God.“ God was to him no longer a 
great infinite monster that pressed 
down upon him with crushing and 
impossible demands; he had become 
a co-worker with God and found 
Joy and peace and enthusiasm in this 
new relationship. 

He felt that the basis of this com- 
panionship was the righteous life and 
so long as he moved along the lines 
of righteousness and justice, God was 
moving with him and he was in- 
vincible. He was now equipped for 
his great task; he would now go 
forth in the majesty and strength of 
God and no matter ‘what occured out- 
wardly God would give him the ulti- 
mate victory. 

“The morally heroic man of ra- 
tional mind has essentially the same 
faith when he feels himself in his 
moral enthusiasms identified with the 
cause of the universe: when he feels 
that the very stones of the fleld are 
in league with him and that the 
stars in their course are fighting for 
him. And even though he himself 
and everything about him may out- 
wardly go down in apparent ruin, the 
essentiol reality to which he has given 
himself will remain and prosper and 
triumph. Such a person in his life 
and in his death, in success and in 
failure, in prosperity and in adver- 
sity ever carries with him that daunt- 
less, unsubdued spirit of triumph.”

ANAMA CANAL RULES. 

Rules for the measurement of vessels for 
the Panama Canal have been made public 
at the direction of President Wilson. Each 
vessel, American or otherwise, except war 


ships, applying for passage through the canal. | 
is to present a duly authenticated certifi- 


cate stating the vessel's gross and net ton- 
nage as determined by the rules. 

Gross tonnage as determined by these 
rules shall express the total capacity of the 
vessels—i. e., the exact cubical contents of 
all spaces below the upper deck, and of all 
permanently covered and closed-in spaces 
on or above that deck, excepting such 
spaces as may be permitted exemptions 
from measurement. The net or register 
tonnage upon which tolls and other charges 
based upon totinage shall be paid by vessels 
of commerce, army and navy transports, 
colliers, supply ships and hospital ships, as 
defined in Article I, propelled by engines, 
for passage through the Panama Canal, 
shall be the tonnage remaining after de- 
ductions have been made from the gross 
tonnage. One hundred cubic feet, or 2.83 
cubic meters, shall constitute one gross or 
net ton. Vessels propelled partly by sails 
and partly by engines shall be classed as 
“vessels propelled by engines.” 

“The Panama Canal tonnage certificates 
issued by the measurement authorities of 
the United States and the several other 
countries shall correspond in substance 
and form to the sample certificate appended 
to the rules. Blank certificates in English 
will be furnished by the Secretary of War 
or the Governor of the Panama Canal upon 
request of the measurement authorities of 
other countries. The measurement author- 
ities of any other country may also pro- 
vide themselves with Panama Canal meas- 
urement certificates printed in English, or 
in the language of the other country, pro- 


__ vided such certificates strictly correspond 


in substance and form to the sample cer- 
tifeate appended to the rules.

It is upon just such vaporings as these, 
and upon arguments based on the ground- 
less theory that the worker is entitled to 
the whole product of labor (including the 
raw material he uses and does not pay for.) 
that class hatred—the gospel of hate—is 
inspired in the hearts of the wage-earners, 
and it is upon this kind of “argument” that 
the agitator bases his call to the workers 
to unite and, by fair means or foul, over 
throw the present industrial system. And 
there are plenty of Socialists who will ad- 
mit, with all frankness, that the question 
of right and wrong does not enter into the 
discussion when it is a question of preach- 
ing the class war—the gospel of hate. 
Thus, for example, we have the declaration 
of Hyndman: 3 

“We are accused of preaching discontent 
and stirring up actual conflict. We do 
preach discontent, and we mean, if we can, 
to stir up actual conflict.” 

Then we have Jack London's equally 
open declaration of war: | 

“We intend nothing less than to destroy 
existing society and take the whole world. 
If the law of the land permits we fight for 
this end peaceably, at the ballot box. If 
the law ot the land does not permit the 
peaceful destruction of society, and if we 
have force meted out to us, we resort to 
force ourselves.” ; 

And Harry Quelch, in Justice, voiced 
quite as crude an expression of the Marxist 
gospel of hate when he said: ia ded 

“We are prepared to use any means, any 
weapon, from the the ballot box to the 
bomb; from organized voting to organized 
revolt; from parliamentary contests to po- 
litical assassination—which opportunity of- 
fers and which will help the end we have 
‘in view. Let this be understood, we have 
absolutely no scruplés as to the means to 
be employed.” 

According to Archibald Crawférd, every 


worker hates his employer and curses him 


in this picturesque fashion: 

“Damn the boss! 

“Damn the boss's sou! 

“Damn his family auto! 

“And damn his family, too!” n 

This is a sample of the “truth” as it is 
taught from the soapbox. This is the kind 
of doctrine that is being preached to the 
workers of this country; not alone by anar- 
chists and 1.W.W.’s, mind you, but also by 
Socialists and rabid union-laborites, partic- 
ularly those parasites on labor known as 
strike agitators. This is the appeal which 
culminated in the dynamite outrages and 
murders of the McNamaras, and which is 
responsible for the frequent rioting and vio- 
lence that has brought the labor movement 
into bad repute, to the humiliation of the 
decent 90 per cent. of union labor. 

But this is what the Socialism of today 
wants. Its object is to create a force 
among the workers that may be welded 
into a great revolutionary movement, and 
it is by this method of sowing the seed cf 
prejudice and class hatred, by preaching 
the gospel of hate, that it hopes later on 
to reap the harvest of the revolution. 


RIN’S CIVIL WAR SPECTER. 
If the British do not very soon indulge 
in the essentially British act of compromise 
over the home-rule-for-Ireland problem they

The published reports concern- 
ing the King’s speech at the opening of 
Parliament in London and the debate there- 
on indicate that British statesmen recos- 
nize they are desperately near to a fratri- 
cidal war. 
Premier Asquith is the man. who ultl- 
mately must make the decision. Upon him 
rests the responsibility of so acting that 
either the Ulster army will disband or the 
streets of Belfast will run with blood. His 
friends used to say that Asquith inherited 
the mantle of Gladstone, 
Grand Old Man cast off earthly garments 
for those of the biest his mantle has be- 
come weighted with a terrible trust under 
which the shoulders of Asquith are percep- 
tibly bowing and above which his bair is 
growing appreciably whiter. 

That compromise is the way out of the 
Ulster difficulty is recognized by Mr. As- 
quith, although he prefers to call it “some 
thing in the nature of a general agree- 
ment.” Ulster is that portion of Ireland 
known as the northeast. It is the most 
enterprising section of Erin. It wishes to 
remain as integral a part of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland as 
London. In other words, it does not desire 
a legislature in Dublin, but is satisfied with 
things as they are. The south and the 
west of Ireland demand home rule.

Mr, Asquith recognizes the gravity of the 
situation, but he is convinced that the dis- 
solution of Parliament would simply lead 
to a condition of deadlock. If the Liberals 
were defeated and home rule shelved, Ul- 
ster would be satisfied, but the rest of Ire- 
Jand would be in the condition that Ulster 
is today. The last state of the country 
would be worse than the first. ; 

The British Prime Minister can be de- 
pended upon to do all that he considers 
honorable in an effort to avert civil war. 
He has publicly declared that it is the duty 


of the government and of the Liberal and 


Nationalist parties to take account of and 
to deal respectfully with the deep-seated 
and genuine sentiment of the minority in 
Ireland which objects to home rule. He 
believes the aversions and apprehensions 
of that minority are ill-founded and he feels 
no effort should be spared to eliminate the 
hostility of Ulster. At the same time he 
has taken care to point out in solemn and 
measured language that if a statute, de- 


liberately enacted by Parliament, were to 


be met by organized and armed resistance 
it would clearly be not only the right but 
the duty of the executive to assert the au- 
thority of the law by every appropriate and 
adequate measure. 


This means that if civil war in Ireland 


breaks out it will be put down with a 
beavy hand. Great Britain’s last civil war, 


‘which became the revolutionary war, lost 


her the United States. What the effect of 
civil war in Ulster today. would be cannot 
be justly estimated, but it would be very se- 
rious. It should be remembered that at 
the time America decided to break away 
from Great Britain the population of whites 
in this country was hardly more than twice 
that of Ulster today. Feelings of the same 
kind that animated our forefathers are 
stirring the hearts of the Ulster people. 
Rightly or wrongly they feel that the 
Liberal administration of Great Britain, in 
conjunction with the Nationalist party of 
Ireland, is seeking to force a great injus- 
tice upon them and they are willing to lay 
down their lives to withstand it. There is 


this one important difference between the 


Americans who revolted against England 
and the Ulsterites who threaten to do so— 
the Americans fought for emancipation and 
independence; the Ulster people will fight, 
if fight they must, not for jndependence, 
but for the right to remain part of the 


Union. 


HE STATE RELIGION OF CHINA. 
The statement that the Chinese legis- 
lative assembly has adopted Confucianism 
as the state religion of China is misleading. 
What was done was to declare complete 
freedom of religious belief and practice, 
to establish the worship of heaven as the 
state religion, and to make the teaching of 
Confucian ethics obligatory in the public 
schools. 

Heaven, with the Chinese, is not a place. 
It means a Supreme Being. The Chinese 
have always been monotheists and the wor- 
ship of a supreme and almighty God, under 
the name of heaven, was the religion of 
the Chinese long before the advent of Con- 
fucins. 

Confucius did not claim any attributes 


of divinity, any more than Moses, or Solo- 


mon, or any of the Jewish prophets. He 
accepted the prevailing worship of a one 
Supreme Creator and Ruler of the universe

I do not wish men to do to me, I also wish 
not to do to men.” | 

While instruction in Confucian ethics 18 
made obligatory upon teachers as a part of 
every school’s Curriculum, parents are frees 
to decide whether the 


That the analects of Confucius are n no 
particular contradictory of the teachings of 
Christianity will be evident by a perusal of 
a few extracts. In Book 1, “Heo Urh,” Con- 
fucius says: 

“To rule a country of a thousand chariots 
there must be reverent attention to busi- 
ness, and sincerity; economy in expendi- 
ture, and love for men.” 

“A vouth, when at home, should be filial, 
and abroad, respectful to his elders. He 
should be earnest and truthful. He should 
overflow in love to all, and cultivate the 
friendship of the good.“ 

“Hold faithfulness and sincerity as firs? 
principle. When you have faults do no! 
fear to abandon them.” 

In Book 2, “Wei Ching,” Confucius says: 

“He who exercises government by means 
of his virtue may be compared to the north 
polar star, which keeps its place and all 
the stars turn toward it.” 

“In the Book of Poetry are 300 pieces, 
but the design of them all may be em- 
braced in one sentence ‘Have no depraved 
thoughts.“ 

“Shall I teach you what knowledge is? 
When you know a thing to hold that you 
know it, and when you do not know a thing 
to allow that you do not know it—this is 
knowledge.“ 

“I do not know how a man without 
truthfulness is to get on. How can a large 
carriage be made to go without the cross- 
bar for yoking the oxen to, or a small car- 
riage without the arrangement for yoking 
the horses?” 

“To see what is right and not to do it is 
want of courage.” 1 

Learning without thought is labor lost: 
thought without learning is perilous.” 
Give few occasions for blame in thy 
words, and few occasions for repentance in 
thy conduct.” 

Confucius did not claim to be a revela- 
tor, or a seer, or an intelligence inspired 
by divinity. He accepted the monotheistic 
worship of:one Supreme Being . without 
comment. He was a great moral teacher 
and as such his teachings may be accepted 
by Christian, Jew, Buddhist or Mahometan. 

The recent action of the Chinese legisla- 
tive assembly did not, as was stated by a 
London correspondent of an eastern ex- 
change, amount in any way to a rejection 
of Christianity; on the contrary it placed 
the practice of the Christian religion on a 
more secure foundation, inasmuch as it has 
now become a recognized and respected 
form of faith. To say that the Chinese had 
rejected Christianity because the mission- 
aries could not explain heaven was, the cor- 
respondent continued, a statement which 
was untrue in fact, and was based by those 


ing of what in China is meant by heaven. 

The whole statement was, indeed, simply 
so much talk. The assembly had never 
judged Christianity in any sense of the 
word, and the impression conveyed by the 
statement was manifestly absurd. To ever 
have expected, as has apparently been ex- 
pected in some quarters, that Christianity 
would be established in China as the state 
religion was simply the result of ignorance. 
Christianity has won its way through ab- 
solute hatred and intolerance to a very 
large measure of kindly regard and respect, 
but its adherents number an insignificant 
fraction of the Chinese.

FAILURE OF EUGENICS. 


Cannot Achieve Perfect Man Because of Ma- 
ture’s Tendency to Produce Variations. 
{Washington Post:] Scientists and edu- 

cators are giving a great deal of thought to 

the eugenic movement which is now at- 
tracting world-wide attention. The aim of 


eugenics is to gradually sift out of the com- 
munity all the mentally or physically unfit, 
and it is believed that this result can be 
accomplished by preventing the marriage 
of persons who are in any way defective. 

While ig is certain that great advance 
can be made in reducing the number of de- 
fectives, yet as far as the creation of a per- 
fect man or woman is concerned it is doubt- 
ful if eugenics can bring about this much- 
desired result. Scientists who have stud- 
ied heredity say there are strong reasons 
why it is impossible to ever evolve a race 
in which only desirable qualities will pre- 
vail. 

The perfect man or woman is out of the 
question, and the reason is that each ind! 
vidual has within him, in a more or less 
latent form, all the tendencies and char- 
acteristics of his millions of ancestors. 
The fact that a man or a woman is per- 
fect in mind and body does not warrant 
the assumption that his or her children will 
be superior to the general run of children, 
They may, indeed, exhibit some bad trait 
which has been undetected in their parents 
and which has never manifested itself in 
any of their ancestors as far back as they 
can trace their family tree. 

Study of heredity discloses the fact that 
there are innumerable good and bad quali- 
ties which do not tend to become modified 
through blending of different strains of par- 
entage. An undesirable trait may seem to 
disappear entirely and leave not a trace of 
its existence during a period of many gen- 
erations and then suddenly it may come 
back in full force. 

Prof. Charles B. Davenport, the great 
authority on heredity, says: “After a score 
of generations the given characteristics 
may still appear unaffected by the repeated 
unions of foreign germ plasm.” This 
means that every individual possesses mul- 
titudes of good and bad traits which it is 
impossible for any scientific investigation 
to disclose; consequently, when mating any 
two persons, no matter how entirely free 
from taint they may seem to be, there is no 
felling whether they will have perfect or 
imperfect children. 

Another thing that works against the 
evolution of a perfect man or woman is the 
tendency of nature to produce variations. 
Characteristics which cannot be accounted 
for by heredity are constantly cropping out, 
and the most perfect couple in the world 
are liable at any time to produce a child 
which will be nature’s medium for showing 
the variation, and the variation may be one 
that puts the child in the defective-rclass.

NEW LAW BOOSTS 
COST OF LIVING. 


Consumer Bears Ultimate 
Load of Com pensation, 


Ingurance Figured in as Part 
of “Overhead.” 


v 


Relief Was Promised. 


High cost of living in California 
has taken another leap upward as 
the direct result of the workmen's 
compensation act, which went into 
effect January 1, and which Gov. 
Johnson says he will stand upon as @ 
model of legislation in his race for ro- 
election. 

In the last few days manufacturers 
have shown their willingness to com- 
ply with the law’s provisions until 
they be proven unconstitutional. 
And in order to comply with the law 
they have found that the insur- 
ance rates set by the Industrial Accl- 
dent Commission, which has an office 
here, have added another expense to 
the overhead charges which are com- 
puted in arriving at the cost of every 
8 manufactured or handled 


re, 

The manufacturers have found it 
necessary to lift their prices in order 
to carry their risks. The wholesalers 
are told of the advance. The jobbers 
are learning of it, too, and the retail- 
ers, who are the distributors in the 
final process of merchandising, are 
tacking on the increases that started 
with the original source, until the 
consumer is eventually paying the 


So that, from manufacturer to con- 
sumer, through the devious avenues 
of trade, the insurance cost that was 
designed to protect the workingman 
and make his employer carry the 
hazards on his employment finally 
perches on the workingman’s shoul- 
der when he takes the money he has 
earned and spends it for food or 
clothing or other necessities of life. 

The lofty pretense of the work- 
men’s compensation act was to pro- 
tect the workingman, insure him in 
case of sickness, accident or death, 
and make his employer responsible 
in a financial way for either. The 
employer is forced to insure his pay 
roll as sums dependent upon the haz- 
ards of the employee's toil. To pay 
the premiums and thereby protect 
the workman the employer was 
forced to an added expense. It was 
not to be borne by the employee. But 
it reduced legitimate profit to the ex- 
tent of the moneys expended in com- 
pliance with the law, and the em- 
ployer was compelled to seek a new 
source of revenue. , | 

In the practical operation of the 
law the theory of its creation does not 
work out. The burden of :t -falls 
right back on the individual, the com- 
mon citizen. 

An illustration of this fact is shown 
in an incident which involved the em- 
ployment of a tinner. The property- 
owner Went to a cornice manufac- 
turer and asked to have a-tinner sent 
to his home to repair a leaky roof. 
The job was completed and when the 
— arrived its ngures were astonish- 
ng. 

The cornice maker explained that 
since he had to insure his pay roll he, 
in common with others in the same 
class of work, had to make a charge 
of 85 cents an hour for each „t his 
workmen.

LAZING SHAFT _ 
IN THE HEAVENS. 


UNCHARTED TRAIL OF MYSTERY 
COMES AND GOES. 


All Southern California Agape at 
Seeming Ficry Phenomenon and 
None Can Tell Why, Whence or 
Where To—Burning Oil or Gas Re- 
flection Probable Explanation. 


Thousands of Los Angeles citizens 
were startled last night shortly before 
9 o'clock when a fiery shaft of light 
with a golden nebulous tail appeared 
in the dark heavens, where it re- 
mained in a perpendicular position 
for half an hour, when it gradually 
grew hazy and totally disappeared. 


Many leading astronomical and 
meteorological authorities, who studied 
the strange and fanciful heavenly 
visitor—if it was such—are of the 
opinion that the great burning crack 
in the sky was simply the flery leav- 
ings of a large meteorite which had 
probably sped through the atmos- 
phere earlier in the night on its way 
to a landing place on the west coast 
of the ocean. All the savants of the 
heavens agree that it was not a comet. 
No comet is due at this time, accord- 
ing to the cometologists. 

Other cometographers say the light 
was merely the reflection of burning 
oil or of a gas well at Fullerton. which 
has been on fire for several days. The 
peculiar atmospheric conditions, they 
say, were responsible for the unusual 
sky vista.

It is not un- 
Mkely that, owing to the generally- 
Gisturbed weather conditions last 
month, a somewhat similar condition 
will be shown in the great Kern coun- 
ty districts, in which case it is prob- 
able that consumption will exceed pro- 
duction. 

The falling off in the Fullerton dis- 
trict during the month of January is 
estimated to have amounted to about 
1000 barrels per day. The large new 
wells did not come in sufficiently early 
to offset the natural decline in the out- 

t of the older wells in the district. 

ere was a moderate falling off in 
the average yield on the Standard On 
Company Emery lease, while the av- 
erage daily product of La Habra Val- 

83 also less than during Decem 


The Salt Lake field showed little 
change in condition from the previous 
month, but Ventura district has its 
output about cut in two on account of 
floods and generally bad weather con- 
ditions. Derricke were blown down

The output of this district is so small, 
however, that the decline would not 
affect the total for the State to any 
extent.

EGROES LAUD 
EMANCIPATOR. 


LINCOLN DAY CELEBRATED BY 
THANKFUL FREED MEN. 


The advancement made by the 
negro race since the Emancipation 
Proclamation was issued by Abraham 
Lincoln in 1863, were graphically told 
last night at a Lincoln-day meeting 
of colored people at Wesley Chapel, 
Eighth and San Julian streeis. 
Plantation melodies were sung and 
two addresses were delivered, the 
principal one being by Mrs. Noah D. 
Thompson on the Progress of the 
Negro.” Attorney Hugh Macbeth, a 
graduate of Harvard, spoke on the 
negro’s contribution to the abolition 
movement. 
Mra. Thompson was formerly head 
of the colored social settlement work 
in Washington. In her address last 
night she traced the influence of the 
negro in the War of the Revolution, 
War of 1812, Civil War and the Span- 
ish-American conflict. and then 
quoted statistics which showed that 
there are 50,000 negroes in the pro- 
feasions in this country, 30,000 in 
and 300,000 in trades requir- 
ing skill. She said there are sixty- 
four banks owned by negroes, with a 
capitalization of $1,600,000, doing an 
annual business of $20,000,000; ne- 
groes own 20,000,000 acres of land 
worth $600,600,000, and the negro 
wealth of the country is -$790,000,000.
